Elba’s Water & Electric Board big contributor to city’s coffers

At the close of the Water & Elez- 
tric Board meeting last Tuesday eve- 
ning, Chairman Tim Johnson read a 
prepared statement into the record 
and to the press. It was as follows: 

“It is my desire to keep city pol- 
itics out of the Water & Electric ac- 
tivities. | have been asked by more 
than one individual to respond to 
some recent comments about the 
non-cooperative nature of this board. 

The Water Works & Electric 
Board of the City of Elba (W & E) 
was formed to provide utility ser- 
vices to citizens of Elba, outside the 
normal operations of city govem- 
ment. Excess funds of the Water & 
Electric Departments have been, 
over the years and continue to be, 
transferred to the City for opera- 
tional shortfalls when requested by 
the city government. 

According to conversations with 
past city clerks and W & E chair- 
people, it has been the procedure for

He reported there is a better pic- 
ture on the cash flow than there was 
last month, due to the unique timing 
of billing from the wholesaler of 
electric power and the actual collec- 
tion from Elba users. 

The water department finances 
are also looking better, according to 
Johnson. He explained this was 
probably due to the increase usage of 
water during the hotter months. 


power and water) to city properties 
or $309,600.00 for the same three 
year period. 

The City has made at least three 
large special (cash) requests of the 
W & E and each was granted. In 
August 1993, $100,000.00 was 
transferred to the City for unusual 
expenses. In November, 1993, at the 
request of a iender, a bond payment 
was made to keep the City from be- 
ing in default on the bonds. In De- 
cember of 1994, the W & E Board 
voted to ratify a payment of 
$80,000.00, which had already been 
made by W & E on behalf of the 
City for a bond payment. 

According to the city auditors, the 
total funds transferred, exclusive of 
ulilities, over the three year period 
has been $1,603,901.00. That is an 
excess of $514,901.00 above the 
standard monthly transfers. 

These amounts do not include the 
participation on equipment pur- 
chases by W & E with the City, nor 
any amounts for the first nine

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Hostage situation in county short lived 


The Coffee County Sheriff's De- 
partment and Geneva County Sher- 
iff’s Department are investigating a 
Saturday morning abduction and 
robbery of a Coffee County couple. 

Preliminary investigation shows 
that Ben Whigham, who has a Cof- 
fee Springs address, arrived shortly 
after daylight at the residence of 
Dennis Weatherford, located on Cof- 
fee County Road 670. Hope Bush, a 
resident of , AL, was a visitor in 
the Weatherford residence at the 


time. Whigham was reportedly invit- 
ed into the mobile home, and be- 
came enraged and started striking 
Weatherford. 

Allegedly, he then forced the 
couple to drive him to the residence 


of Ray White, located in rural Gene- 
va County. Prior to leaving the 
Weatherford residence, he reportedly 
took an undetermined amount of 
cash, 

He [Whigham] also allegedly 
fired a small caliber handgun at least 
two times, but no one was hit. After 
arriving at the Geneva County resi- 
dence, he reportedly took an undeter- 
mined amount of cash, While in Ge- 
neva County, Weatherford was able 
to escape from Whigham. 

After fleeing Geneva County with 
Hope Bush, Whigham reportedly re- 
turned to the residence in Coffee 
County. Deputies from Geneva 
County who were first on the scene 
secured the area until the arrival of

Monday morning, in a court hear- 
ing, Whigham’s bond was set al a to- 
tal of $32,000.00. He is presently be- 
ing held in the Coffee County Jail. It 
is possible that Whigham will face 
other charges in Geneva County. 

The investigation is being contin- 
ued by both law enforcement agen- 
cies involved. They are being assist- 
ed by the 12th Judicial Circuit 
District Attorney's office.

Important information 
about ticks 


by George Tabb, Assistant County Agent 


We get calls frequently apout 
ucks, what to use to get rid of them, 
if they are dangerous, etc. The fol- 
lowing information may be of assis- 
tance, 

Ticks are not insects. They are ar- 
thropods that are more closely reiat- 
ed to spiders, Adult ticks have 8 legs 
while insects have 6 legs. Ticks are 
ectoparasites, meaning that they 
must have a host for most of their 
life-cycle to survive and reproduce. 
The tick life-cycle includes an egg, 
larval, nymphal and adult stage. The 
larval stage of the tick has 6 legs but 
when it molts to the nymphal stage, 
there are 8 legs. Ticks have physio- 
logical and behavior characteristics 
that make them more resistant to 
desiccation relative to other pests. 

How do ticks get to my yard in 
the first place? Ticks don’t travel 
very far on their own and most likely 
hitch a rid. on a warm-blooded host. 
A host could be a pet dog but even if 
you don’t have pets, ticks can be 
brought in on mice, squirrels, and 
other rodents. , 

How do I get rid of ticks on my 
property? First, identify the tick with 
which you are dealing. A species 
identification can give a lot of infor- 
mation that will be useful in devising 
a control plan. In general, the best 
solution is to: 

*Treat or eliminate the host ani- 
mal because ticks are ectoparasites. 
Pets should be washed with an in- 
secticidal/acaricidal soap registered 
for pet care or a mild detergent. 
Acaricides are chemicals that kill 
ticks. (Insecticides are chemicals 
that kill insects.) If you don’t have 
pets, look for evidence of rodent or 
wildlife activity and set traps to re- 
move these animals. Keep garbage 
cans tightly covered to discourage 
opossums, raccoons, and other wild- 
life from frequenting your property 
to feed. 

*Sclectively use an acaricide. 
Acaricides are not effective in elimi- 
nating a tick problem, but they may 
provide some relief, Treat pet areas 
on the same day that you teat the 
pet. Acaricides generally work well 
unless the tick is hit directly. You 
may also elect to treat the ares of 
use, such as a portion of your yard 
just before a picnic, Be sure to al- 
ways follow label directions and al- 
low sufficient time for the acaricide 
to dry before allowing people to en

ter the area. Also, consider contract- 
ing the services of a professional 
pest control operator who has the 
training and equipment to take care 
of the ticks and possible associa- 
tions with rodents and other wild- 
life. 

What harm can ticks do besides 
cause itching from their bites? Some 
licks can carry the disease-causing 
agents for Lyme disease and Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever. Therefore, 
minimizing your exposure to tick 
bites is important. 

How can I minimize my expo- 
sure to ticks? 

«Wear light colored clothing in 
wooded areas or places that ticks are 
known to infest. Ticks are easier to 
see against light colors making them 
easy to remove before they attack. 

*Tuck pants legs into socks, 
boots, or shoes to prevent ticks from 
crawling up under clothing. 

«Apply an insect repellent to boot 
or shoe tops, around the waist, and 
on exposed skin, In heavily infested 
areas, permethrin on clothing may 
be warranted, Permethrin is not for 
use on skin. Most insect repellents 
that are used against mosquitoes 
usually work well against ticks. 

*Examine yourself carefully for 
ticks after leaving the woods or tick 
infested area. Check especially the 
hair, shoulders, armpits, waist, and 
inner thighs. Ticks normally must 
attach for several hours before the 
disease agent is passed from tick to 
man. Therefore, if ticks are removed 
prompily, the chances of getting 
Lyme disease or Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever are greatly reduced, 

«Attached ticks should be careful- 
ly removed using a pair of fine 
tweezers. Firmly grasp the tick at the 
point closest to where it has attached 
and pull with a slow steady motion, 
You should feel a “pop” as the tick's 
mouthparts are pulled free, Disinfect 
the bite with alcohol or iodine, 
Avoid removing the ticks with bare 
fingers. If the tick is crushed, there is 
a risk of introducing the disease 
agent via infected tick tissues 
through cuts or abrasions of the skin, 

*Check your pels, especially 
dogs, for ticks as often as possible, 
Peis that stay outside most of the 
time can pick up ticks and bring 
them into the home, Remove ticks 

from pets in the same way you 
would remove them from yourself,

Suggestions for controlling 
fleas, flies, & roaches 


by Stan Windham, County Agent 


As people call in at the extension 
office about the control of various 
pests we have calls on everything 
from cropland and livestock pests, 
to home pests. Three of the most 
common calls we get has to do with 
control of flies, fleas, and roaches. 

To control flies indoors, one of 
the safest to use is the pyrethrin 
sprays, These usually come as an 
aerosol for quick temporary relief. 1 
would also double check your clean- 
liness, sanitation and proper waste 
disposa! within the house, particu- 
larly during the summer months. 
Trash, particularly kitchen trash that 
you normally would let go a week 
or so, needs to be bagged up every 
few days. Pest strips work very 
well. You usually need about one 
strip of every thousand cubic feet of 
closed or partially closed area. | 
know these look unsightly, but they 
really work so one hanging say in 
your laundry room out of sight or in 
another area may help control flies 
indoors. 

To control flies outside there are 
several products that can be used, 
two that are relatively safe are dia- 
zinon or malathion, To spray diazin- 
on mix about 1 1/2 oz, to a gallon of 
water or 5 tablespoons per gallon of 
Malathion. You apply as a surface 
spray to the areas infested with flies. 
Repeat your treatments as necessary. 
Sometimes this works best during 
the late aftemoon or at times that 
they are at rest on a wall on your 
house. 

To control fleas is a little harder 
job even than flies. Fleas hatch out 
so fast and if they are inside in your 
carpet you have to stay on them until 
you have complete control. There 
are several products that can be used 
inside, once again one of the safest is 
your pyrethrin sprays and use it 
much like you would for flies, ex- 
cept you need to spray your carpets 
at least every other day to control the 


to make sure that the pesticide is not 
going to stain your carpet. Also, if 

ou have crawling infants, the chem- 
ical is not so strong that it should be 
a serious problem, but certainly you 
wouldn't want a small child crawl- 
ing around or playing in pesticide. 
To control fleas indoors, the best 
thing is to control them out of doors 


‘and also do not let pets in the house. 


If you must allow pets in the house, 
for goodness sakes use some sort of 
flea control on the animal, either a 
collar or spray or both. 

Outside flea control once again 
can be accomplished with diazinon 
and malathion or dursban. To control 
fleas out of doors, mix 2 1/2 ounces 
per gallon of diazinon or 5 ounces 
per gallon of malathion. If you de- 
cide to use dursban, you would mix 
2 ounces to 2 1/2 ounces per gallon 
of water. Spray the areas that you 
feel like have the most flea prob- 
lems. An example would be a dog 
pen and it would need to be done 
every few days until you do not see 
the pests anymore, 

To control cockroaches, one of 
the most effective treatments is bait. 
The baits can contain several differ- 
ent pesticides, but one of the most 
common is boric acid. You place the 
baits in the areas that you feel have 
the most problem with cockroaches, 
Most of the time these are wet areas 
such as around the kitchen. You can 
also do a regular spraying with durs- 
ban at .5% or 9.75% EC also .5% 
aerosol diazinon or malathion. There 
is NO need to spray every square inch 
of the house. Mainly spray the areas 
you would have the most problem, 
such as bathrooms, kitchens, closets, 
these types of areas. 

Please make sure you use all pre- 
cautions and read all labels when us- 
ing any pesticides, inside or outside. 
Don’t take any chances with your 
health or your family’s health. Read 
the label, follow the directions and

more years on “Alert.” 

Testing Coordinator Harriet Boyd 
explained to board members the 
good points uncovered in the tests 
results and the weak points. 

All grades except the 11th scored 
above the national averages. The 6th 
grade scored a full 16 points above 
the national average. 

Boyd explained it is hard to mo- 
livate students on an achievement 
test when they have already passed 
the graduation exam and the tests 
have little relevance to college re- 
quirements, 

She said that even though the 
11th grade scores were low, she is 
reminded that 95% of these students 
passed the graduation exam on the 
first try. 

Mrs. Boyd compared the Elba 
students with “our cluster” or group 
of schools with about the same ec- 
onomic background and other fac- 
tors which can influence learning. 

That comparison showed grades 
3, 4, 5 and 6 above the average. 
Grades 7 and 8 were one point be- 
low the average while 9 and 10 were 
above. Again, grade 11 was below 
average, this time by four points.

“We are really proud of our re- 
sults in science and math and we did 
really good in language,” Boyd said.

All except the seventh grade 
scored above the national average on 
social science. It was explained that 
the state department is working to 
better align the course of study, to 
correct this statewide problem. 

On “Total Battery”, grades one 
through eight scored above the na- 
tional average. 

Elba gave the tests to first and 
second graders, even though the 
state didn’t require it. Boyd said 
these tests results will be used to get 
a better picture of how the students 
are progressing throughout their

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MCCOUGH'S YOUTH PARK ORDINANCE FAILS 
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Elba council approves ball park work 


By Ferrin Cox, Publisher 


On Monday night the Elba City 
Council hurriedly, and unanimously 
approved a request from youth base- 
ball coaches to spend $12,250.00 to 
upgrade the baseball fields before 
the 1997 season ... with Light and 
Water Board funding. At the same 
time they tumed down an ordinance 
by Council member Earl McCol- 
lough to designate another park. 

Robbie Curran and Mike Capps 
requested the council fund the cost 
of upgrading the baseball fields at 
Legion Field to the level of those in 
surrounding towns. This includes 
grassed infields, rather than the hard 
clay infields on the fields today. 

Included with the grassing is un- 
derground sprinkler pipes, a special 
lawn mower to properly cut the new 
grass and new six foot fencing to 
completely enclose the fields, thus 
keeping people off them when not in 
use. At the same time adjustments 
would be made to reduce one field to 
accommodate 13 and 14 year old 
Dixie Boys leagues. 

Capps explained that action must 
be taken soon to insure the grass is 
properly rooted before ball season 
Starts next year. 

Both coaches said grass infields 
are safer for the participants, as balls 
on the clay surface move much fast- 
er, 

Mayor Ricky Haywood rec- 
ommended approval of the improve- 
ments and asking the Water and 
Electric Board to fund the work. 

The proposal includes $3,000 for 
automatic irrigation system; $3,000 
for grassing the infields; $2,250 for 


new fencing and $4,000 for a special 
mower to cut the new Tifton 419 
Bermuda grass. 

Capps said coaches and parents 
would be assisting city employees 
with the work, thus saving several 
thousand dollars additional costs. 

Recreation Director Ricky Mularz 
said there would be added work as 
well as additional ongoing cost to 
maintaining the grass infields, but he 
felt his present staff could handle the 
work. 

Haywood noted the utility had re- 
cently received a $250,000 windfall 
from their electric wholesaler, Al- 
abama Electric Co-op and this could 
be used to upgrade the ball fields. 

The background on the money, 
according to Elba Clipper records, is 
that for several years the local utility 
paid a required fuel adjustment 
charge to the wholesaler without 
adding it to the utility bills of Elba 
users. When fuel prices stabilized 
and settled back down, the charge 
was eliminated but the additional 
funds already collected werc held in 
a special fund until recently when 
they were refunded to those who 
paid them. The utility has made no 
decision on use of the money, but 
members have indicated they wanted 
to see a number of improvements in 
both water and electric service to 
Elba citizens. 

The council approved the request, 
pending approval of the Water and 
Electric Board. 

Three members of the city coun- 
cil are also members of the water 
and electric board. These three mem- 
bers agreed to suggest a special 
meeting of the Water and Electric

One year ago July 31 will mark 
the one year annive of the 
death of Elba Police Officer Grego- 
ry i Aa Gay. This year also marks 
ine 32nd anniversary of the death of 
Assistant Chief Herman Driggers. 
Both men died in the line of duty. 

On September 2, 1964, Assistant 
Chief Herman Driggers was fatally 
shot while answering a call to a fam- 
ily domestic disturbance. He was 
survived by his wife, Mary Alice 
Driggers; one son, Charles Driggers; 
his mother and father, Exa and John- 
ny Driggers; and seven siblings, 
Loyd Driggers, Sam Driggers, Billy 
Driggers, Harry Driggers, Elva 
Driggers Marshall, Marie Driggers 
Tucker, and Ovie Driggers Martin. 

Herman’s brother, Loyd, has ded- 
icated himself to keeping Herman’s 
memory alive by annually bringing 
flowers to the police department and 
placing them by Herman’s photo 
which sat on the dispatch counter. 

On July 31, 1995, Officer Grego- 
ry Bryan Gay lost his life while an- 
swering a call to a child laying be- 
side the roadway. Officer Gay, in

County commission appoints 
board to implement E-911

In Monday’s meeting of the Cof- 
fee County Commission, commis- 
sioners wasted little time in conduct- 
ing county business. 

On June 25, the referendum to es- 
tablish a county-wide E-911 was 
passed by county voters, Monday, 
commissioners passed a resolution 
establishing an Emergency Commu- 
nications Board. 

It will be the responsibility of this 
board to implement the E-911 sys- 
tem and govern the affairs of the 
Emergency Communications District 
(Coffee County) in accordance with 
state law, 

According io the resolution, 
membership of the board will consist 
of one members appointed by the 
mayor of each of the incorporated 
cities and towns in the county, and 
three members appointed by the 
chairman of the Coffee County 
Commission. 

Chairman Robert Stephens, with 
the approval of the other commis- 
sioners, made the county appoint- 
ments after passage of the resolution. 
They are: Charles Webb - 4 year 
term, Gloria Webb - 3 year term, and 
R. P. Flowers - 2 year term. 

The remainder of the appoint- 
ments were made by the municipali- 
ties. They are as follows: Elba - Wil- 
liam (Lloyd) Driggers to a 2 year 
term, Enterprise - Robert Hooks, Jr. 


James Brown to a 3 year term, and 
Kinston - Gladys Martin to a 4 year 
term, 

Charles Webb, Coffee County 
Emergency Management Agency 
Director, commented that the stag- 
gered terms of appointment were de- 
termined by random drawing. Subse- 
quent appointments will all be for 
four year terms, 

Selecting answering points and 

how and by whom calls will be an- 
swered will be one of the board's 
first priorities, Another will be estab- 
lishing accurate addresses for each 
household and business within the 
county, 
The board has 36 months to have 
the county-wide E-911 system in op- 
eration from the time the telephone 
company begins collecting the fee. If 
it is not in operation within the allot- 
ted time, the money will be refunded 
to the citizens, 

Turning to other matters, Chair- 
man Stephens presented a request 
from Joe Sawyer, the attorney who 
handled the lawsuit conceming the 
Enterprise Courthouse, for payment 
of fees totaling $12,268.44 ($10,000 
fee and $2,268.44 in expenses). 

The lawsuit was filed under the 
Americans With Disabilities Act. lt 
contended that the courthouse in En- 
lerprise did not meet the standards 
set forth in the act.

July 24 through July 31 has been 
designated by Elba Mayor Ricky 
Haywood as Elba Law Enforcement 
Memorial Week. The city council 
also voted to ask the Alabama Leg- 
islature to name the stretch of road- 
yay on Hwy. 189 North, from the 
203 Bypass to the city limits, in the 
memory of Officer Gay, as was 
done with Herman Driggers Drive. 

The officers asked that the mem- 
ories of these two fallen officers not 
be forgotten for they made the ulti-

Sheriff Tillman remembered

A part of Coffee County’s history 
- at least living history - was lost 
with the death of Sheriff H. D. Till- 
man. Hedied on Tuesday, July 16, 
1996, 

Although Mr, Tillman had retired 
from law enforcement, he was still 
called “Sheriff” by almost all, if not 
all, who knew him, 


H. D. Tillman was Coffee — 


County's highest ranking law en- 
forcement officer for 24 years. He 
retired from the office of sheriff in 
1972, 

There are many colorfulstories 
that could be told about the late sher- 
iff; however, the ones who could 
best tell those stories are alos gone, 

Sheriff Tillman was an outdoors 
man and loved horses. At the age of 
91, he was still very active. He loved 
to ride and tend to his horses. In fact, 
just prior to his death, the Sheriff 
had fallen and fractured his hipand 
shoulder while attending to one of 
his horses. 

He died in a Dothan hospital 
while recovering from his injuries, 

Sheriff Tillman was highly re- 
spected by his peers, and was hon- 
ored when the new Coffee County 
Jail, constructed in New Brockton, 
was named for him along with the 
late Sheriff Neil Grantham. 

For many years Sheriff Tillman 
lived in the jail which was located in 
Elba and was not abandoned until 
the March 1990 flood. 

Back in those days the Sheriff 
also had another love - tacking 
dogs. Sheriff Tillman's dogs were 
known far and wide for their track- 
ing ability, and were often called 
upon to assist in copmaring encagets. 

He would regularly the dogs, 
which were kept at the jail, on train- 
ing exercises using jail trustees as 
“escapees.” 

Sheriff Tillman will long be re- 
membered by Coffee Countians for 
his service to his fellowman. Al-
